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INTRODUCTION 


Near  Eastern  and  Spanish  art  are  allied  in  close  kinship.  The  oriental 
influence  brought  into  Spain  by  the  Moors  still  makes  itself  felt,  even 
though  the  Moors  have  not  ruled  in  Spain  for  more  than  four  hundred 
years — and  in  the  decorative  arts  of  the  16th,  17th  and  18th  centuries  it 
was  even  stronger  than  it  is  to-day. 

Mr.  Benzaria  has  been  extremely  fortunate  in  forming  a collection 
that  effectively  combines  the  Orient  and  Spain.  For  many  years  a resident 
of  Spain,  he  has  also  lived  and  travelled  extensively  in  the  Near  East. 
Thus  he  has  been  able  to  bring  together  a colorful  harmony  of  textiles, 
potteries,  lacquer  work  and  metal  work  from  the  Near  East  and  India  that 
assort  with  the  grave  dignity  of  old  Spanish  furniture  almost  as  well  as 
do  the  fine  antique  textiles  and  the  quaint  potteries  for  which  he  has  combed 
the  Iberian  peninsula. 

The  collection  includes  rich  Persian  and  other  oriental  brocades, 
charmingly  decorative  Indian  and  Persian  miniatures,  oriental  rugs  of  ex- 
cellent quality,  and  beautiful  potteries.  Among  the  latter  are  fine  examples 
in  the  rich  “oriental  blue,”  to  give  life  and  color  to  American  interiors. 
The  day  of  filling  up  homes  with  “curios”  has  passed.  The  objects  of 
Mr.  Benzaria’s  collection  are  objects  of  use.  The  antique  brocades  are  of 
excellent  preservation,  and  are  ready  for  use  as  coverings  for  tables  or  as 
wall  hangings.  Among  the  European  textiles,  especially,  there  is  an  un- 
usual number  of  beautiful  old  fabrics  made  up  into  bed-spreads,  of  which 
a fine  specimen,  Number  273  of  the  catalogue,  is  illustrated. 

The  standard  of  quality  of  the  collection  taken  as  a whole  is  very  high, 
and  it  includes  not  a few  pieces  that  are  veritable  objets  de  collection. 
Among  these  are  the  two  fragments  of  Turkish  16th  century  velvet  cloth 
of  gold,  Numbers  99  and  100  of  the  catalogue,  which  are  representative  of 
the  richest  and  most  glorious  period  of  Turkish  history — the  period  of 
Suleiman  the  Great,  when  Turkish  influence  in  the  arts  spread  throughout 
Europe.  These  are  pieces  of  museum  quality.  Among  the  Persian  textiles, 
the  brocade  panel  illustrated  as  Number  79  of  the  catalogue  is  also  an 
exceptionally  fine  piece.  The  Herat  rug  of  the  17th  century  also  deserves 
special  mention,  not  only  for  its  color  and  design,  but  also  for  its  ex- 
cellent preservation. 

In  the  pottery  are  several  important  numbers.  Among  these  may  be 
mentioned  the  Guebri  bowl  (Persia,  9th-10th  century),  Number  359  of  the 
catalogue,  the  series  of  14th  and  15th  century  Persian  blue  jars,  the  rare 
Rhages  lustre  decorated  figurine  of  a buffalo  with  its  finely  quaint 
ornamentation,  and,  in  the  Spanish  wares,  the  majolica  relief  showing  a 
Saint  in  armour.  (Number  153  of  the  catalogue.) 

Other  rare  objects  are  the  model  ship  from  an  Egyptian  tomb  of  the 
Old  Kingdom,  similar  to  specimens  to  be  seen  at  the  Metropolitan  Museum, 


of  a type  that  rarely  comes  on  the  object  market,  and  the  engraved  Mossoul 
brass  bowl  with  gold  and  silver  inlay,  dating  from  the  13th  or  14th  century. 

The  furniture  comprises  stately  varguenos  with  beautifully  decorated 
interiors  reflecting  the  Moorish  tradition  of  old  Spain,  tables,  armarios, 
comodas,  coffers  and  coffrets,  exhibiting  rich  carving  of  Gothic  and  Re- 
naissance influence  which  lingered  for  a longer  period  here  than  in  other 
countries,  and  in  some  instances  is  to  be  observed  cheek  by  jowl  with  the 
grandiose  flourishings  of  the  baroque.  Sculptured  wood  statuettes,  bronze 
mortars,  varied  reja  and  other  harmonious  objets  d’art  are  represented 
by  some  fine  examples.  And  it  is  only  fair,  in  closing,  to  call  attention  to 
the  charming  oriental  jewelry  and  the  beautiful  “Spanish”  shawls — the 
gay  silken  “mantons  de  Manilla”  with  their  luxuriant  embroidery,  which 
themselves,  made  in  China  for  the  Spanish  trade,  are  another  link  in  the 
chain  that  binds  the  East  to  Spain.
